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Nixon Seeking ' Strong Man 


First Snow Coincides With Flood .. . 
Plows Busy In West; 
Southeast Uses Boats

While heavy snow — up to 
nine inches at Sidney — clogged 
parts of western Nebraska 
Th u rsd ay, areas in the 
southeastern part of the state 
were fighting serious flooding 
after more heavy rains 
The snowfall, the first of the 
season, kept snowplows busy 
during 
the day in 
the 
Panhandle with Sid ney, 
Rushville, Kimball, Scottsbluff- 
Gering, Alliance and Bridgeport 
receiving the heaviest falls. 
Snow was reported as far east as 
North Platte. Rushville had five 
inches on the ground.

Meanwhile, flooding rivers 
and streams in southeastern 
Nebraska isolated at least one 
community and forced many 
residents to leave their homes. 
Reports indicated Beatrice, 
DeWitt, Hubbell, Rulo and 
Auburn were hardest hit by the 
flooding. 
Hearings Ordered 
Due to extensive damage 
expected from the excessive 
rains this week in eastern 
Nebraska, legislative hearings 
were ordered Thursday to deter­ 
mine whether a special session 
of the Unicameral should be 
called to provide emergency 
financial aid for the affected 
counties 
An estimated 30% of the 
residents of DeWitt left their 
homes and the town Thursday as 
high water from Turkey Creek. 
Swan Creek and the Big Blue 


River converged on the area, 
completely covering the com­ 
munity with water several feet 
deep and isolating the Saline 
County community of 651 per­ 
sons from the outside world.

The DeWitt mayor estimated 
90% of the houses in DeWitt had 
water in their basements. 
Newsmen who flew over the

town said “ it looked like a bunch 
of rooftops on a lake 
Water two feet deep inundated 
Hubbell s main street Thursday, 
according to Mayor Aaron 
Porter He said the high water, 
coming from flooded Rose 
(’reek, was at least knee-high in 
the Hubbell Bank as well as in 
other business houses in that 
Thayer County town. 
Aithough older residents of 
Hubbell said they had seen the 
water level higher there in 1915 
and 1941, the overflow was the 
highest there since 1950 
7 Inches In 2 4 Ho urs 
Residents of six or seven 
homes in Hubbell were forced to 
leave due to high water, the 
mayor said. The area received 
about seven inches of rainfall in 
a 24-hour period.

Doyle ' Not Liable' 
To Pay Damages 


U S District Judge Warren K 
Ur bom ruled Thursday that 
State Engineer Thomas Doyle is 
not liable to pay monetary 
damage* 
tor violating state 
highway engineer Richard Kier- 
nan * constitutional rights 
Urbotn. however, again 
ordered that Kiernan be 
reinstated and added that he 
should be paid a salary 
equivalent to that he was being 
paid before he was fired on Sept 
1. 1971 
The apparent effect of the 
order is that if Doyle refuses to 
comply. appeals, and loses, the 
state will still have to pay Kier- 
uan s salary from Aug. 9. 1973. 
the date Urbom originally 
ordered him reinstated. 
In addition. Urbom ordered 
that H . 
interest be assessed 
troni the date salary payments 
normally would be due to pre­ 
vent loss to the plaintiff in the 
event of appeal 
In a memorandum issued with 
the ruling on monetary damages, 
Urbom said that in order to 
collect the damages Kiernan 
would have had to prove that 


Doyle did not act in ‘ good faith 
when he fired Kiernan after 
Kiernan questioned Doyle's 
qualifications for the post of 
Nate Engineer. 
Urbom ruled that Kiernan did 
not prove that contention. 
"In the absence of prior court 
ru lin g s illu s tra tin g the 
lim itations by the federal 
Constitution on his authority, 
Dovle cannot be said to have 
been acting in bad faith in 
reiving on 
state law,-’ Urbom 
wrote 


Urbom, however, added that 
contrary’ to what Kiernan’s at­ 
torney Doug Marti contended, 
Doyle cannot discharge Kiernan 
again and again for the exercise 
of constitutional rights and cause 
Kiernan to go unendingly 
without salary while plodding 
through the courts.” 
"When and if future firings 
happen, the question of good 
faith must be determined from 
the entire panoply of facts then 
bearing on that issue, including 
the outcome of the present 
case." Urbom said

Israel Claims Armor 
Heads For Damascus

The Israeli military command claimed 
its tanks blasted their way through Syrian 
defenses Thursday and were rumbling 
along the road leading to Damascus. 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan predicted 
lightning victory but did not say if the 
Syrian capital was the objective. 
The command said the breakthrough 
came after an all-day Golan Heights tank 
and infantry offensive backed by massive 
air support. 
Damascus ignored Israel's claims of 
being six miles inside Syria past the 1967 
cease-fire line and reported that Syrian 
forces were holding firm on the Heights, 
a hilly area rich with farmlands seized 
from Syria in the 1967 war. 
Syrian and Egyptian communiques also 
reported heavy Israeli air losses Cairo 
said that along the Suez front. 250 miles 
from the Heights. Egyptian tank forces 
punched farther into the Sinai peninsula 
to wipe out a fleeing column of Israeli ar­ 
mor. 
Israel and Syria reported conflicting 
versions of a naval battle off the coast of 
Syria, in which the Greek Merchant 
Marine Ministry said an Israeli gunboat 
sank one of its ships, killing two 
crewmen. 
Dayan’s prediction of victory in Syria 
came as he toured the northern front and 
mixed with Israeli soldiers. He had tank 
goggles around his neck and smiled 
through the battle grime on his face. 
The Israeli state radio quoted him as 


telling a newsman that the Israelis had 
decided “ to teach Syria a severe lesson 
The mam part of this lesson is that the 
road from Damascus to Tel Aviv also 
leads from Tel Aviv to Damascus.” 
The state radio said tanks leading the 
offensive into Syria bore the chalked 
slogan: “ Nonstop to Damascus ' 
Secretary-general Kurt Waldheim of 
the United Nations appealed to the 
Security Council on Thursday to stop the 
war He ,s>id he was deeply concerned at 
the wid^ threat to international peace 
and sectfity which this situation may 
create.” He said he had “ no detailed solu­ 
tion to suggest.” 
Cairo radio broadcast a statement by 
Egypt's commander-in-chief, War 
Minister Gen Ahmed Ismail, who said: 
“ Our heroic soldiers, you are reviving 
Egypt’s honor and dignity. Your great 
achievement in battle marks a big step on 
the road to victory We are confident your 
advances will continue with the same zest 
and efficiency as before." 
The Israelis claimed they made com­ 
mando raids on the western bank ot the 
Suez Canal to harass Egyptian reinforcing 
operations in the Sinai. They said their ar­ 
tillery and warplanes were punishing the 
Egyptians badly, containing them along a 
line three or four miles beyond the Suez 
Canal defenses abandonded by Israel 
earlier. 
But the air and ground fighting that 
began Saturday was raging beyond the six 
days Israel took to win its celebrated 1967 
victorv. 


WASHINGTON (AP> - Presi­ 
dent Nixon believes he has a free 
hand in choosing a new vice 
president and need not confine

Thursday 
They said Nixon hopes to 
nominate a successor to Spiro T 
Agncw within the next few days 
and perhaps by the end of the 
week 
The selection process got un­ 
der way in earnest Thursday — 
less than 24 hours after Agnew 
resigned as vice president and 
pleaded no contest to a tax eva­ 
sion charge. 
Under the 25th Amendment to 
the Constitution, ratified in 1967. 
Nixon’s nominee must win 
majority approval from the 
Democratie-control led Senate 
and House. That provision has 
prompted some Congress 
members to suggest they should 
be the President’s partners in 
naming a new vice president. 
One 
N ixon 
asso ciate 
emphasized the President feels 
he can act “ without parameters’ 
of any kind and is seeking a 
“ strong man” he would regard 
as well-qualified to take over the 
presidency in the event of 
Nixon’s death or disability. 
Deputy White House Press 
Secretary Gerald L Warren was 
asked if Nixon would forego 
choosing a nominee who might 
prove a strong contender for the 
1976 GOP presidential nomina­ 
tion. a limitation urged upon the 
President by many Democrats in 
Congress. 
“ I would not lim it the 
President’s options in seeking a 
successor." Warren replied, un­ 
derscoring the description of 
Nixon's attitude as described by 
other associates. 
The President's distaste for 
selecting a caretaker candidate 
came soon after the reporting of 
a strong undercurrent of bipar­ 
tisan opposition to John B. Con- 
nally, who is regarded as a 
leading potential contender for 
the 1976 GOP nomination. One 
congressional source made a flat 
prediction that a Connally 
nomination would be be rejected 
by the Senate. 
As described by associates, 
Nixon’s approach to the search 
for an Agnew successor would 
be wholly consistent with 


making Connally his final choice 
The former Democratic gover­ 
nor of Texas who became a 
Republican in May is the only 
man Nixon has twice lauded 
publicly as eminently qualified 
to be president 


Nixon, in finding a replace­ 
ment for Agnew. had calk’d on 
Republican 
m em bers of 
Congress, governors and state 
party officials to submit 
suggested names by the end of 
the day Lists of potential can­ 
didates were being coordinated 
by Nixon’s assistant. Rose Mary 
Woods. 


On Capitol Hill. 165 of the 192 
Republican members of the 
House and a majority of GOP 
senators submitted nominations 
to Republican leaders by the 5 
p m. deadline. The names were 
then sent to the White House, 
but they were not made public. 
Nearly all of the 150-member 
Republican National Committee 
also had telegrammed their 
choices, GOP Chairman George 
Bush said 


Congressional leaders con­ 
tinued trying to work out a 
procedure to act on Nixon's 
choice. Senate Majority leader 
Mike Mansfield said senators 
favor joint hearings with the 
House on a successor to Agnew 
Mansfield told newsmen that 
House Speaker Carl Albert 
“ seemed to approve” but 
wanted more time to discuss the 
idea. 


At the Justice Department. 
Attv. Gen Elliot L Richardson 
told a televised news conference 
the White House played an im­ 
portant role in the negotiations 
that led to Agnew s resignation 
and his acceptance of a tax eva­ 
sion charge 
Richardson said Nixon fully 
approved the settlement oif 
Agnew s case, secretly decided 
upon Tuesday. 
Agnew went off the public 
payroll at the hour of his resigna­ 
tion Wednesday but Press 
Secretary Ronald L Ziegler said 
he would continue to have Secret 
Service protection and the use of 
his office, next door to the White 
House, for a "reasonable and ap­ 
propriate transition period.” 
Warren said Agnew would be 
“ afforded every possible 
eourtesy and help in the tran­ 
sition.”

Nebraska Pub lic Pow er 
District (NPPD) officials an­ 
nounced in Lincoln Thursday the 
d is tric t 
is 
con du cting 
preliminary studies for a hydro­ 
electric generating plant at 
several sites in Nebraska to meet 
anticipated higher power 
demands. 
The site considered “ the best 
to d a te ,” accord in g to 
engineering manager Larry 
Kuncl, is a tract of land in Boyd 
County along the Missouri River, 
directly west of Lewis and Clark 
Lake near Lynch. 
The pumped storage facility 
would be both the first of its 
kind and the biggest single plant 
in Nebraska. 
If a plant site is selected, 
N PPD could begin construction 
in early 1976 and generate elec­ 
tricity by 1981, with an ultimate 
production capability of one 
million kilowatts. 
NPPD estimates it would 
need about 5,000 acres to con­ 
struct two reservoirs, water 
tunnels and a powerhouse. 
Although NPPD has projected 
no costs to construct the 
generating plant, Kuncl said 1973 
costs of six other similar plants 
across the U.S. ranged from $110 
million to $188 million. 
He said there is an incentive to 
keep high-level base load plants, 
such as Cooper Nuclear Station 
and Gerald Gentleman Station, 
operating at efficient levels. 
The envisioned generating sta­ 
tion would provide peaking and 
mid-range power to the NPPD 
grid system. Nuclear and fossil- 
fueled plants provide primarily 
base-load power while diesel un­ 
its and gas turbines provide 


power only during periods of 
peak demand. 
When the system demand is 
low, base-load plants could fur­ 
nish power to the proposed 
pumped storage facility to pump 
water from the lower reservoir 
to the upper reservoir. Then 
when the system required ad­ 
ditional power, the water run 
through turbine-generator units 
could produce power for peak 
demands in the NPPD grid 
system. 


“ We re continuing to look for 
(other) sites,” Kuncl said. 
However, officials said the dis­ 
trict will concentrate on the 
Lynch area because the terrain 
and water availability there 
appear the most favorable. 


The land where the upper 
reservoir is proposed is now 
used for hay production and 
grazing; about 1,100 acres would 
be required. The area for the 
lower reservoir, estimated at 900 
acres, is now in crop production. 


The lower reservoir would be 
diked with structures 40 to 50 
feet high. The upper reservoir 
would be formed by an earthen 
dam and the bottom would be 
concrete to prevent erosion. 
After the initial fill from the 
Missouri River, only a small 
amount of makeup water would 
be required to replace that lost 
from evaporation, for example. 
According to NPPD, 15 men 
could operate the plant, com­ 
pared to 7 5 to 100 employes 
needed in a fossil-fueled or 
nuclear plant of the same size. 
The pumped storage hydro 
facility would allow NPPD to 
decrease its reliance on peaking 
fuels such as oil and natural gas, 
the officials said.

Further, except for land use 
change, the self-contained sta­ 
tion would have little en­ 
vironmental impact because it 
would not release any type of 
pollutant. 


NPPD General Manager D. 
W. Hill emphasized that the 
proposed station is only in the 
preliminary study stages and 
noted, “ We haven’t developed a 
marketing or participation plan 
as yet.” 
Hill said, “ What we see now 
we think is good enough that we 
want to spend some dollars . . . 
to determine if we want to go 
ahead with this project.” 


He noted that if studies show 
the station would be economical­ 
ly unfeasible, the proposal could 
be rejected. But he added, 
“ We’re damn serious about 
this.” 


The district Thursday sent 
notices of intent to about 30 


property owners whose land 
would be needed for the Lynch 
station. State statute stipulates a 
90-day negotiating period, in­ 
cluding a public hearing, accor­ 
ding to NPPD legal counsel 
Gene Watson, 


Watson said the district will 
continue to study the feasibility 
of all aspects of the project until 
mid-January, when the district 
could begin negotiating for in­ 
terest in the property. 


The NPPD board of directors 
will be asked at its meeting Oct. 
25-26 to provide funds for the 
preliminary engineering study.

break-in. 
Krogh already under indict­ 
ment in California on Elisberg 
burglarv charges, is alleged in a 
two-count indictment of making 
false statements on Aug 28. 1972 
to a federal grand jury in­ 
vestigating the Watergate break- 
in 
The indictment said that the 
grand jury wanted to know what 
E Howard Hunt and G Gordon 
Liddv had been engaged in while 
working at the White House 
where Krogh was their im­ 
mediate supervisor 
A government memorandum 
later disclosed that Hunt and 
Liddy directed the September 
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1971 break-in at the Beverly 
Hills, Calif., office of a psy­ 
chiatrist who once treated Pen­ 
tagon papers figure Daniel 
Elisberg. In January 1973. they 
were convicted in the Watergate 
break-in trial 
According to Thursday's in­ 
dictment. Krogh told the grand 
jury he knew of no trips for the 
pair, other than one to Texas by 
Hunt 
He testified that Liddy 
made a trip to California to in­ 
spect “ some customs matters.” 
and that he knew of no other 
reason Liddv might have gone 
there for the White House, the 
indictment said 
Krogh since has sworn that 
Liddy and Hunt made two trips 
to Los Angeles in August and 
September 1971, during which 
they engineered the burglary of 
the office of Dr Lewis Fielding 
On May 9 Krogh took full 
responsibility for the break-m 
The indictment was the first 
returned by a new grand jury 
empaneled Aug. 
13 at the 
request of special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox 
The maximum penalty on each 
count is five vears in prison and 
a $10.000 fine 


The grand jury is hearing 
evidence on a number of 
Watergate related matters in­ 
cluding the activities of the so- 
called White House plumbers 
unit 
Krogh. 34, did not appear in 
U.S. District Court Thursday 
when the indictment was 
returned in a proceeding lasting 
about one minute. 
Cox sat at the prosecution 
table An aide said he attended 


because it was the first indict­ 
ment returned since he took 
over the Watergate investigation 
four and one-half months ago. 
Krogh left the White House 
staff after the 1972 election to 
accept appointment as un­ 
dersecretary of transportation. 
He resigned that $42,500-a-vear 
job after his ties to the Elisberg 
burglary were disclosed at the 
Pentagon Papers trial in Los 
Angeles last May.

The measure includes $203 
million for military credit sales 
to Israel. The conferees — reac­ 
ting to the Mideast war — 
restored 30,000 M16 rifles and 
120 of the 340 M60 tanks 
requested by the administration 
hut cut in the two houses. 
The measure now goes back to 
the House and Senate for final 


approval before it is sent to 
President Nixon 
The bill would give the ad­ 
ministration almost everything it 
asked for Although it is $600 
million smaller than the original 
request of $219 billion, it is 
almost $1 billion higher than the 
House-approved figure of $20 4 
billion, and $300 million higher 
than the Senate bill’s $21 billion. 
The only drawback from the 
administration's viewpoint was 
Jackson's balance of payments 
amendment, which directs the 
president to cut forces in Europe 
in proportion to the U.S. 
payments deficit with the allies. 
Thus it the Europeans failed 
to rover 10f> ol a payments 
deficit, Nixon would have to 
order home 10D of the 300,000- 
man force there.

Smok e is a creepy k iller Its 
g ases seep throu g h a home, 
lu lling and dru g g ing and finally 
finishing its v ictims. 
i t seems ironic,” reports 
John Jablonsk y , a member of 
the National Commission on 
Fire Prev ention and Control, 
“that ou t of the fiv e way s fire 
k ill s 
— 
a s p h y x i a t i on, 
su perheated air or g ases, smok e, 
tox ic produ cts and flame — the 
least of importance is the one 
most fire safety standards set 
their sig hts on. namely flame. A 
case of back ward priorities? 


"So far as sav ing liv es in the 
home is concerned, ou r concen­ 
tration has been on the retarda­ 
tion of flame spread Bu t g iv en 
the 
present 
code-reg u lated 
techniq u es of home bu ilding , it 
mak es g ood sense to pay atten­ 
tion to the cu rrently m ore 
prominent cau ses of fire-related 
deaths . . . 
Both smok e and heat are far 
more prev alent cau ses of death 
than flame, and lend themselv es 
to su ch early detection that 
dev ices sensitiv e to them can 
and do act as ‘early -warning ' 
sy stems."

Caretaker Or Candidate? 


Althou g h it s ex pected that President Nix on 
will annou nce his choice of a su ccessor to former 
Vice President Ag new within a matter of a few 
day s, there is no indication as y et of whether Nix on 
will attempt to pick a potential fu tu re president or 
will offer a compromise name who will alienate 
neither factions in his own party nor the Democrats 
and who wou ld not be a sou rce of controv ersy to 
div ide the nation 
No one shou ld ex pect, as this drama u nfolds, 
that the President will choose someone who does 
not fu ndamentally ag ree with him. People shou ld 
realize, moreov er, that the person who becomes 
the nex t v ice president, no matter how old and any 
disclaimers of presidential ambition notwithstan­ 
ding . will au tomatically be a contender for the 
GOP nomination for president in 1976. whether he 
wants it or not. 
The President has indicated that he will choose 
a replacement who has presidential capabilities, 
who shares his political v iews g enerally and who 
wou ld su pport his domestic and, especially , foreig n 
policies 


This natu rally limits the field, bu t it wou ld still 


be possible, u nder these criteria, for Nix on to 
choose someone acceptable to both parties in 
Cong ress and the nation as a whole and not only 
acceptable, bu t someone in whom the nation cou ld 
place its confidence in these times of stag g ering 
ev ents In short, the President cou ld u se his criteria 
and still come u p with a compromise. 


John Connally , althou g h he m eets the 
President's criteria, wou ld not be satisfactory 
becau se of the controv ersial natu re of the man, his 
repu tation for being a wheeler-dealer and his re­ 
cent chang e in party loy alties. On the other hand, a 
Charles Percy or a John Gardner mig ht win 
Cong ressional approv al and wou ld probably inspire 
confidence, bu t either wou ld be u nacceptable to 
the President and wou ld cau se div ision within the 
minority Repu blican Party . 
Sen 
Barry Goldwater, who nine y ears ag o 
scared the wits ou t of a majority of Americans, bu t 
who now rank s as an esteemed elder statesman, or 
Atty . Gen Elliott Richardson, chosen by the Presi­ 
dent and a man who can speak his lang u ag e while 
at the same time ex hibiting an independent 
postu re, wou ld be closer to fitting the bill. 


Ev idence, at last, that stu dent 
ev alu ation of teachers mak es 
scientific sense apparently is on 
the way . 
The Edu cation Research Ser­ 
v ice (ERS) say s in a recently 
com pleted report 
that its 
research shows stu dents are the 
best ev alu ators of teacher com 
petence 
ERS. which is headq u artered 
in 
Arling ton. Va., say s the 
research was tied to a su rv ey of 
468 school districts. Ill of which 
reported they hav e stu dent 
ev alu ation in prog ress on a par­ 
tial basis. 
The finding s were noted in a 
recent edition of “Edu cation 
USA. , " the week ly newsletter 
of the National School Pu blic 
Relations Association. 


It say s the ERS repo rt, titledl 
“ Ev aluating the Ev aluato r,” 
sho ws that students no t o nly 
tend to ag ree o n their rating s but 
also rank hig hest tho se teachers 
who also tend to ev o ke the 
hig hest pupil achiev ement g ains. 


On the other hand, say s ERS, 
ev alu ations done by su periors or 
other teachers do not correlate 
with pu pil g ains 
If the research is v alid, it 
wou ld appear to be among the 
first solid e v i de nc e that 
traditional teacher claims abou t 
stu dent ev alu ation mak e little 
sense. 
Many teachers, at all lev els of 
edu cation, hav e resisted stu dent 
ev alu ation of their work on the 
g r ou nds 
t h a t 
s t u de nt s ’ 
assessments may hav e no solid 
relationship to teacher com ­ 
petence. 
Arg u ments hav e been ad­ 
v anced. for ex am ple, that 
stu dents will tend to g iv e hig h 
rating s to the popu lar teacher, or 
to the one who work s them little, 
rather than the teacher with 
competent classroom sk ills. 


So me teachers do seek student 
o pinio n o f their wo rk in o ne way 


o r ano ther, but the g eneral 
thrust has been ag ainst g iv ing 
students a big say in ho w g o o d 
their instructo rs are. 


More common, on the national 
scene, has been insistence on 
ev alu ations accomplished by 
other teachers or by su periors, 
su ch as principals, department 
chairmen or deans 
The ERS report, howev er, 
seems to indicate that those ou t­ 
side the classroom hav e little 
real k nowledg e of teacher com­ 
petence. 
If other research su pports 
ERS claims, it cou ld chang e the 
natu re of the arg u m ents on 
teacher ev alu ation

The facu lty mem bers who 
raised a fu ss this week abou t 
su g g ested g u idelines on realloca­ 
tion of fu nds probably dldn t 
e nde a r th em selv es to the 
Univ ersity of Nebrask a Board of 
Reg ents. 


One of the thing s they com­ 
plained abou t was the u niv er­ 
sity 's 
bu dg et problems of the 
past y ear or so, and they decided 
to u se the Univ ersity of Kansas 
as a better ex ample 


"On the basis o f the Kansas 
planning ," said the statement 
g iv en the Linco ln campus faculty 
senate, “ the KU reg ents are 
requesting a 1 0% increase in 
ho th o perating co sts and salaries 
fro m the 1 9 74 Kansas leg islature. 
"Here at Nebraska, we are ap­ 
parently g o ing to ask the 
leg islature o nce ag ain fo r a bare 
subsistence appro priatio n." 


I dou bt the NU reg ents wou ld 
call their req u est for a 25% in­ 
crease in state fu nds a bare su b­ 
sistence one. 
The facu lty 's apparent lack of 
k nowledg e on that score, indeed 
the whole natu re of the debate at 
the facu lty senate meeting , in­ 
dicated there may be massiv e

who are in the Cong ress, as well as many who are 
in the administration bu t who had nothing to do 
with Waterg ate." 
The appeal is work ing , according to Bu sh He 
say s the direct mail solicitation has ov ercome the 
Waterg ate setback and the party will 6nd its last 
bu dg et y ear in the black . And he say s that most of 
the money by far is coming from the rank and file 
So far this y ear, he said, 8 5 ; of the contribu tors 
hav e g iv en less than $100 each with an av erag e con­ 
tribu tion of $22.35.

Why are these life-sav ing u nits 
not more widely k nown? 
FYobably becau se they are 
relativ ely costly . According to 
Jablonsk y , the ex pense is 
probably at least $50 for the 
simplest early -warning detector. 
The insu rance association 
su g g ests: “Ask y ou r local Fire 
Prev ention Bu reau for its adv ice 
in determining what ty pe is best 
su ited to y ou r req u irements, and 
the most effectiv e location for it 
in y ou r home." 
And then ask y ou r insu rance 
company if the installation of an 
early -warning sy stem will hav e 
any effect on y ou r premiu ms. 
T he 
c om m i s s i on 
h a s 
recom m ended 
that 
the in­ 
su rance indu stry dev elop incen­ 
tiv es for home-owners to install 
su ch dev ices. 


And it repo rts that at least o ne 
insurance 
rating 
o rg anizatio n 
has already beg un mo v ing in this 
directio n by establishing credits 
fo r certain fire alarms in 
dwelling s.

The Dam Cracks 


BOSTON - The v ice presi­ 
dent of the United States resig ns 
and is sentenced for a felony : It 
is shattering news for a trou bled 
cou ntry 
Bu t it also carries a 
pr of ou ndl y 
i m p or t a nt 
reassu rance. 


There are institutio ns in this 
co untry upo n who se ho no r we 
can still rely . Law and the co urts 
did their duty in the case o f 
Spiro T. Ag new despite the mo st 
eno rmo us pressures o f po litics 
and emo tio n. The bo ast that the 
g reat are subject to o ur law as 
are the small has been v indic- 
tated in a way that must co n­ 
fo und skeptics here and abro ad. 


None of that su g g ests any lack 
of sy mpathy with Spiro Ag new. 
Cong ressman Pau l Findley pu t it 
wisely when he said Ag new had 
“done a g reat serv ice to the 
cou ntry ." The serv ice lay es­ 
pecially in not confu sing his own 
fate with America’s. 


Ag new s lawy ers had u n­ 
dou btedly adv ised him that he 
cou ld pu t u p a long fig ht ag ainst 
any indictment. His position as 
v ice president wou ld hav e g iv en 
him a su bstantial constitu tional 
arg u ment in his defense. And he 
k new he had w i de s pr e a d 
political su pport on the rig ht and 
sy mpathy among many others 
who admired his directness. 


Bu t to fig ht on those leg al and 
political lines wou ld hav e pu t 
another damag ing u ncertainty 
u nto the American sy stem for 
months, perhaps y ears Ag new 
ev idently decided that sparing 
the cou ntry that bu rden was 
more important than k eeping 
aliv e his personal hope of escape 
from the charg es. It was a deci­ 
sion of honor and cou rag e. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
That Ag new confronted the 
realistic possibility of conv iction 
was primarily the doing of At­ 
t orney Genera l E l i ot t L. 
Richardson. In other jobs in the 
Nix on 
adm inistration, 
some 
critics hav e thou g ht Richardson 
display ed q u estionable resolv e. 
Bu t as attorney g eneral he has 
play ed 
the m ost 
difficu lt 
problems straig ht. 


In the Ag new case, he had to 
deal not only with nov el leg al 
propositions bu t with strong ly 
pressed claims of u nfairness in 
leak ing of the charg es ag ainst 
the v ice president Richardson 
really destroy ed the latter claims 
with his answer that the leak s 
did not come from the prosecu ­ 
tion and cou ld not be allowed to 
interfere with the cou rse of 
ju stice. 


If the deno uement o f the 
Ag new 
drama sho w s the 
primacy o f law in the United 


States, that lesso n must hav e a 
po werful impact upo n President 
Nix o n, as well. 
In an immediate sense, there 
is ironic sig nificance in the fact 
that Ag new finally pleaded no 
defense to the charg e of income 
tax ev asion. For one of the 
dou bts that shadows the Presi­ 
dent concerns his finances and 
tax es. After this, can the Internal 
Rev enu e Serv ice refu se to look 
into the q u estions abou t his 
retu rns? Can Nix on continu e to 
withhold pu blication of the facts 
on his real estate and other tran­ 
sactions? 
Bu t of cou rse the President’s 
fate may be affected mu ch more 
deeply by what has happened to 
the v ice president. The cou ntry ’s 
natu ral sy mpathy for Ag new will 
su rely arou se an insistence that 
others be ju dg ed by the same 
standards — an insistence that 
no one be abov e the law. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
T he g r e a t c a s e of t he 
President’s tapes poses essen­ 
tially the same issu e. It is one 
thing , 
constitu tionally 
and 
philosophically , to contend that 
a president is bey ond actu al 
criminal prosecu tion It is q u ite 
another to arg u e, as Nix on does, 
that he may decide whether to 
obey orders of the cou rts. That 
proposition seems ev en less con­ 
v incing now. 


Another lesson of the Ag new 
case is that history is not an ab­ 
solu te bar to political chang e of 
constitu tional dimension in the 
United States. No v ice president 
has ev er before been forced 
from office, bu t now one has. 
Nor has any president, u ntil 
now. 


One public reactio n to this 
fresh shaking o f the American 
sy stem must be a feeling that the 
President sho uld remain in o f­ 
fice whatev er his sins. The 
United States and the wo rld face 
terrible dang ers in the Middle 
East at this mo ment, and there 
will be a y earning fo r co ntinuity . 
But there will also be a renewed 
sense o f the resilience o f o ur in­ 
stitutio ns — a streng th g reater 
than the perso n o f particular 
o ffice-ho lders. 


President Nix on thu s faces his 
most 
awesome 
responsibility . 
Rather than pu t his people to 
another terrible conflict of law 
and man. in the tapes case or 
others, 
he may ev entu ally 
choose to resig n himself. Bu t 
whatev er that decision, he owes 
to history now — and to himself 
— to nominate a su ccessor v ice 
president who can help to heal a 
div ided and disillu sioned cou n­ 
try .

Scouts Step Into New Uni forms

The world has changed since Girl 
Scouts stepped into their first uniforms 
way back in 1912, the year the young 
women's organization was founded in the 
United States. 


And so has fashion. 


A navy middy skirt covering the calf 
worn with a tuek-in blouse was con­ 
sidered practical and proper for young 
ladies of that era. 


Today’s scouts are involved in a variety 
of activities, and want to be properly 
dressed for any climate, any activity, any 
mood 
Now they have that opportunity. 
The new uniforms released this fall, for 
Juniors (9- to 11-year-olds) and Cadettes 
(12- to 14-year-olds) are designed to bring 
the members into closer step with con­ 
temporary dressing. 
The Girl Scouts have always tried to re­ 
main in tune with the fashion evolution 
The navy m iddies didn't last long. They 
were replaced in 1914 by khaki skirts, 
tuck-m blouses and wide-brimmed cam­ 
paign hats which remained in vogue in 
the scouting world until 1928 when they 
were replaced by the now traditional 
‘ greens.” 


The young women themselves had a 
part in designing the newest uniforms 
Word of the proposed facelift in 
fashions was sent out from headquarters 
in 1969, asking the girls what they 
wanted 
“I want a pantsuit because at school I 
like to play two square, and when I bend 
over to pick up the ball everyone looks at 
my underwear. And I have very ugly legs. 
When it's cold my legs freeze.” That was 
just one of the thousands of suggestions 
that poured into scout headquarters. 


The preference lists included a 
recurrent theme of pants, pants, and 
more pants; no waistlines, big pockets, a 
neat, sporty uniform look and easy-care 
fabrics. 


They asked for separates Pants and 
shorts. Bodysuits. Mix-and-m atch 
features. 


And that's what they got. 


Though the silver-green cotton shirt- 
dress. introduced three decades ago and 
modified several times, is the style most 
associated with Girl Scouts, and though 
shirtdresses are firmly entrenched in 
today's fashions, the young women who 
wear the uniforms asked for something 
new. and that's what the uniforms are 
Juniors have been offered five mix-and- 


match separates adding up to at least a 
dozen in d ivid u a l looks. T he in ­ 
terchangeable parts are an A-line jumper, 
gently flared pants, patch poeket shorts 
ail in a leaf green woven polyester 
blend — a contrasting forest green nbfw^ d 
nylon stretch bodysuit and a crisp white 
blouse with printed green trefoil stripes. 
The sixth piece is a newly designed, 
narrower, contoured badge sash, 
designed to stay in place 


The official Cadette uniform has six 
components which may be combined to 
create 15 different styles 
They can 
choose from a jumper, flared pants, and 
short tunic overblouse — all in a dark 
grtvn ribbed knit permanent p re s s fabric 
and a long-sleeved yellow blouse with 
lemony trefoil stripes, a bright yellow 
ribbed bodysuit, and a dark gre«>n felt 
vest for displaying all official insignia 


The introduction of the new Junior and 
Cadette uniforms this fall completes the 
whole new fashion look for all Girl Scout 
age groups 
New Adult and Senior (iirl Scout un­ 
iforms were introduced in spring of 1971, 
and new brownie ensembles came out 
this spring. 
But. though the old uniforms are no 
longer sold, they are still considered of­ 
ficial until worn out by the scout

“ Most coaches believe now 
that you can’t live by the pass,”

Pius X quarterback Jim 
Hamerskv is the city’s leading 
passer with a 103.3-yard per 
game average. 


Taking away quarterbacks 
Hamerskv and Southeast’s Tim 


Hager and receivers John 
Magsamen of Pius X and Scott 
Whitcomb of Southeast, the 
other passing stats read almost 
like one-game totals. 
Southeast is seeking a reversal 
of a 10-7 upset loss to Grand 
Island last year. “ They shut off 
our running last year and forced 
us to the air." recalls Solich. who 
believes his Knights “ have a 
history of playing well one game, 
then not well the next. We need 
to build momentum." 
Seacrest Field is the site of 
two weekend games.
